No Intellectual Liberty 
Under Rule of Soviets, 
Swedish Scholar Says 


Natural Science Thrives, but Cultural De- 
velopment Is at Standstill — Contrasts 
Ruined Capital of Czars With Moscow.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Oct. 14. 
—Prof. E. F. Heckscher, distin- 


guished Swedish economist, has 
been visiting Russia and studying 
communism. His report is pub- 
lished in Dagens Nyheter. 

Prof. Heckscher makes no at- 
tempt to minimize the distressful 
conditions of large sections of the 
Russian population. Yet he holds 
out no hope of an early end o€ the 
communist regime. He shows, 
rather, how it ‘s being modified 
gradually by the pressure of eco- 
nomie forces, and—uncertainly 
and spasmodically—is shaping into 
a political organization which the 
Zussian people will endure, 

Prof. Heckscher contrasts Mos- 
cow and Leningrad.

“The people themselves convey & 
still stronger impression of deca- 
dence than do the streets,” says 
Prof. Heckscher. “One may walk 
for hours without meeting a de- 
cently dressed person.

The use of motor power is seen 
mainly in a dirty service of electric 
cars.

TORY DIE-HARDS 
FORCING BALDWIN 
70 WAR ON LABOR 


Premier Indisposed to 
Course — Prefers to Al- 
lay Animosity of Work- 
ers and Capital. — 


DRIVE WILL REACT 
IN FAVOR OF REDS 


Extremists Advocate Legis- 
lation Against Trade 
Union Levy—Leadership 
Challenged.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—A storm is 


blowing up in Government ranks 
on the subject of the war on labor. 
Prime Minister Baldwin is much 
indisposed to be drawn into a 


struggle which will embitter social 


relations at a time when his per- 


sonal efforts are directed at allay- 


ing animosity between capital and 
labor. His hand, however, is being 
forced by his own die-hardas. 

The action of his home secretary 
in taking proceedings against the 
communists is watched with much 
concern for unless much more for- 
midable evidence than has yet 
been disclosed is forthcoming, the 
danger is that the demonstration 
will react to the advantage of com- 
munist propaganda and tend to 
heal rather than widen the breach 
between them and the general 
body of the labor movement, which 
recent events had emphasized. 

Tory extremists also are trying 
to force Baldwin to bring In legis- 
lation directed against the trade 
union levy for political purposes. 

Baldwin Does Not Agree, 

The idea prevails that if the levy 
is rendered illegal, the labor party 
will be deprived of its financial re- 
sources and will be reduced to im- 
potence. 

Baldwin is not disposed to take 
that view... He is anxious to bring 
a better atmosphere into the rela- 
tions between capital and ‘labor 
and to promote something like an 
industrial concerdat. He put his 
foot down last year on the pro- 
posal of his party to make war on 
the trade union levy, but the idea 


has been revived and McQuisted, — 


one of his followera, now proposes 
to introduce a bill directed to that 
end. 

Undoubtedly great support for 
the attack exists in the rank and 
file of the Government party, and 
the move is assuming something of 
the nature of a challenge to Bald- 
witn’s leadership, which is much 
too moderate to satisfy the die- 
hards. 

The result of these things can 
only be to have the effect of con- 
solidating Labor at the moment 
when Labor left to itself, promises 
to shake itself free from the Com- 
munist wing.
